George Lucas museum clears 
final major city hurdle after 
reaching Bears parking deal

“Star Wars” filmmaker George Lucas’ proposed 
300,ooo-square-foot museum to house his trove of art and 
movie memorabilia on the shore of Lake Michigan cleared its 
final major city hurdle Wednesday as the Chicago City Council 
voting to approve zoning for the project. 


The vote took place after the 
Bears and the museum organiza- 
tion finalized long-term negotia- 
tions Wednesday on rules govern- 
ing parking, Bears fan tailgating 
and advertising rules around Sol- 
dier Field and the museum. 

Emanuel spokeswoman Kelley 
Quinn said the negotiations on 
these points have been going on 
for months, and that the museum 
zoning approval was always set to 
be voted on by the City Council 
on Wednesday 

The zoning question passed 


without debate. But Zoning Com- 
mittee Chairman Aid. Daniel Solis 
(25th) read off the names of nine 
aldermen he said wanted to be re- 
corded as voting against the plan. 

RAHIM’S ROLE 

City approval of the Lucas Mu- 
seum of Narrative Art seemed 
all but ordained, given the strong 
support Emanuel has thrown be- 
hind the concept and the fact that 
aldermen are reluctant to draw 
the mayor’s ire by opposing proj- 
ects he has made a high priority 


Emanuel wooed Lucas— 
who’s married to Chicago native 
Mellody Hobson, president of Ariel 
Investments— to locate the mu- 
seum in Chicago rather than near 
his Northern California home. San 
Francisco officials declined to give 
the billionaire filmmaker a prime 
piece of land to build the edifice in 
the Presidio National Park on San 
Francisco Bay 

The mayor repeatedly has ar- 
gued that the large new building 
will improve the aesthetics of the 
lakefront, pointing out that much 
of the land in question is now a 
parking lot, and that Lucas has 
agreed to add green space. Eman- 
uel also has said the Lucas Mu- 
seum will be a major tourist draw 
and a boost to nearby museums. 

MORE WORK AHEAD 

The nonprofit Friends of the Parks 
has sued to stop the museum on 
the grounds it violates the pub- 
lic trust because it will be built 
on the submerged waters of Lake 


Michigan and that a privately held 
museum is not in residents’ best 
interests. The next court hearing is 
scheduled for Nov 10. 

But in terms of city require- 
ments, the council’s approval rep- 
resented the final vote by a public 
body needed to greenlight the 
museum going in south of Soldier 
Field. Museum designers will still 
need to apply for building permits 
and pass inspections to confirm 
they are adhering to the plans they 
submitted, but those steps will be 
overseen by city staff 

The Chicago Park District 
already has approved a 99 -year 
ground lease for $10 to allow the 
nonprofit Lucas Museum on the 
lakefront. The city Plan Com- 
mission gave the proposal the go- 
ahead earlier this month by a 12-1 
vote. 

Museum officials have said they 
could break ground on the undu- 
lating white building this spring 
if there are no delays, and could 
open doors to visitors in 2019. 


Space to tailgate, 
park part of deal 

Bears fans will see a net increase of 
200 tailgating spots once the Lucas 
Museum of Narrative Art is built, 
to 3,361 from 3,161, according to city 
officials. 

Many tailgating spots will remain 
where they are now, but some will be 
on an “event prairie” near the mu- 
seum and on top of a new i8th Street 
parking garage. 

Bears fan parking spots also will 
go up by 1,300, to 7,800 from 6,500, 
including spots in the new i8th 
Street garage on the west side of 
Lake Shore Drive at i8th. 

During museum construction. 
Bears fans will be “guaranteed rough- 
ly the same number of parking spots 
as exist today,” officials said. 

In addition, the Park District 
agreed to let the Bears increase ad- 
vertising in and around Soldier Field, 
with revenue from the advertising to 
be used to upgrade and repair Soldier 
Field. -J.B.

Roekit 
is a University of Michigan bar, but there’s no shortage of 
football on 17 TVs when the Wolverines aren’t playing.

I t’s game day You meet your pals 
at {insert sports maneuver, com- 
mon Irish surname or pizza pun} 
Bar & Grill. You order the special, an 
Anti-Hero (every bro’s fave IPA), and 
pick up a sticky, beer-soaked plastic 
menu. Your friends, sucking on “the 
best” buffalo wings drowning in blue 
cheese dressing, tease you with a celery 
stick. After all, vegetarians only eat 
rabbit food. But at {yay sports!} Bar 
& Grill, even the house salad features 
meat as the star ingredient, leaving you 
exactly two options: $ii nachos— sans 
chili— or a $9 cheese quesadilla. 

I know the struggle. But no more. This 
football season, I will no longer settle for 
overpriced mediocre carbs and cheese— this 
is a food town, and we shouldn’t have to. Give 
me greasy; give me salty; but please, foodie 
gods, do not dare cross me with coagulated 
cheese on soggy tortillas. Can’t a girl just get 
a decent veggie burger and watch some damn 
football? Oh, yes. Yes, she can. This, my 
meat-free friends, is my vegetarian vagabond 
journey to delicious, indulgent meatless food. 
Come along. 


Buffalo wings ($11.35) 
at Yard House 

1500 N. ClybournAve. 312-951-7317 
I admit, sometimes I miss meaty bar food. If 
you can relate, an extensive vegetarian section 
with a soy-based chicken substitute, includ- 
ing wings and barbecue pizza, is on offer at 
the enormous Lincoln Park chain restaurant, 
which opened late last month. Warning: The 
super sports bar is likely the most suburban 
experience this city can offer-all that’s missing 
are mall cops. Go for the wings with sweet and 
tangy jerk sauce. I’d consider going back for 
the orange peel chicken, but forget the dry, fla- 
vorless mushroom mac ’n’ cheese. The vibe of 
the place isn’t really my jam, but it goes without 
saying that the countless TVs, 100-plus draft 
line and all-encompassing menu are particu- 
larly well-suited for big groups interested in 
watching multiple games at once. 


Rapiui ($12) at 
Breakroom Brewery 

2925 W. Montrose Ave. 773-564-9534 
The Ravenswood brewery opened in May and 
is worth a trip for this veggie sandwich with 
seared oyster mushrooms, rapini greens, garlic, 
giardiniera and fresh mozzarella drizzled with 
saba (an apple balsamic-like syrup) between a 
mayo-coated tomato foccacia bun. Gimme that 
with a side of beer-soaked fries, five TVs and a 
big screen, and we’re in the football business. 
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Spent grain black bean 
bnrger (price varies) at 
Andersonville Brewing 

5402 N. Clark St. 773-784-6969 
I couldn’t leave Hamburger Mary’s sports bar 
and brewery, with arguably the most custom- 
izable burgers In town, off this list. The veggie 
burger is a plump patty of spent grains (leftover 
from the brewing process), black beans and 
spinach. The style-or toppings-varies, from 
the Barbara-Q-Bacon to the Gouda Morning. We 
went with the Buffy (the Burger Slayer) ($11.90), 
with Swiss cheese and lettuce, drizzled with a 
red wine reduction and garlic aioli on a toasted 
garlic bun. Just about any seat in the house is 
within eyeshot of one of the 11 TVs. 


Spinach-musbroom 
qnesadilla ($12) and 
goat cbeese fondue ($7) 
at Wise Owl Drinkery &; 
Cookhouse

Wasn’t I just complaining about quesadillas? 

I know, I know. But slap some portobellos in 
there, and you’ve got my attention. The West 
Loop bar’s ’dilla stuffing-baby spinach, por- 
tobellos, jalapeno and chihuahua cheese-is 
not scarce and was likely the fattest pocket of 
cheesy goodness I’ve encountered. Not only 
Is it drizzled with lime crema, but this dish 
comes with a side of creamy guacamole made 
in-house. My friends, however, were more fond 
of the fondue, with warm and creamy goat 
cheese, fresh Italian parsley, sage, rosemary 
and oregano served with pretzel bread and ba- 
guette crostini crackers. Touchdown. Wise Owl 
has 14 TVs and a 150-inch projector screen, but 
sit at the bar for optimal viewing capabilities 
and witty banter with the friendly bar staff.

Craft beer, fine whiskey, COSMIC SANDWICHES. 
You’ve got options at Jerry’s. Not only is there 
an entire vegetarian sandwich section, but 
most of the grilled cheese sammies are meat- 
free and amazing. But I never go rogue at 
Jerry’s. I stick to this aptly titled stoner sand- 
wich of American and Cheddar cheese, crispy 
house potato chips, pickles and mayo on chal- 
lah bread. Add pesto; you won’t regret it. The 
Wicker Park location also broadcasts games on 
the big screen behind the stage. 


401 N. Milwaukee Ave. 312-690-4000 
I’d expect nothing less than perfection from 
Charlie Trotter protege Michael Taus (Taus 
Authentic), who’s behind this new River West 
elevated sports bar. While I love a bun-bulging 
plant-based patty, this is the veggie burger 
I dream of. The patty, made of soy protein, 
mushrooms and red peppers and clothed 
with the smokiest gouda, lettuce and vegan 
mayo, remains perfectly intact on the pillowy 
egg-glazed roll. With a side of hand-cut fries 
and sriracha mayo, the plate left me in a giddy 
food stupor that almost softened the strife of 
my team’s maddening fumbly ball-handling. 

I ordered a Penicillin ($10), a classic scotch 
cocktail with ginger liqueur, lemon juice and 
honey, for an extra dose of medicine. The bar 
takes up nearly the entire front room, and there 
are more than a dozen TVs throughout, so on 
game day, it’s football everywhere you look.

T ew York and Paris have their Fashion Weeks. Los Angeles is home 
/ to some of the nation’s top modeling agencies. But here in Chicago, 

/ fashion is usually discussed with words like “layering,” “wool” and 

“down jackets.” For the better half of the year, we’re just trying to survive the 
frozen tundra we call home. 


But if you ask fashion students at the 
School of the Art Institute of Chicago, 
they’ll tell you a different side of the story 
While showing off their original designs and 
forecasting trends, six seniors chatted about 
the advantages of attending fashion school 
in the Midwest. Oh, and for the record, they 
still think Chicago winters are the worst. 

“I’ve lived in NewTbrk my whole life, and 
it’s a very certain way of thinking,” Brook- 
lyn native and SAIC senior Noa Loewald 
Hu said.

One is 
deeply inspired by retro fashion, another spe- 
cializes in gender-bending style and another 
designs one-of-a-kind pieces for a lovable 
character named Marty Anke Loh, an associ-

“We are such a community within SAIC,” 
Loh said about the department. “We are our 
own entity in the city We’re reaching out 
into the community with different classes. 
It’s really a melting pot.” 

The six seniors sat down to talk about 
their designs, what’s in their closets and 
trends they’re lusting after this winter.

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Pickling lOl: It’s not as hard as it looks

Have you ever wondered who the hell Peter 
Piper was and where his peck of pickled peppers 
ended up? No? Me neither— until I heard about 
a Chicago chef who just might be the reincarna- 
tion of Peter Piper. Chef David Dworshak, 38, of 
Takito Kitchen and Bar Takito is a pickling con- 
noisseur— both at his restaurants and in his free 
time. %u’ll find him pickling hibiscus-infused 
jicama for the masses at his Wicker Park taco 
joint Takito Kitchen. But at home, he’s experi- 
menting with recipes that may not appeal to the 
usual Wicker Park crowd. Like, uh, pickled pigs’ 
feet. 

“It’s not really for the faint of heart,” Dwor- 
shak laughed about that concoction. “I was just 
like, ‘OK, that was cool. Probably not going to 
do that for the restaurant.’ ” 

When he was in high school, the mother of a 
family friend taught Dworshak how to preserve 
vegetables with vinegar. She also allowed him 



to grow his own vegetables in her home garden. 
“She was the first person who got me into the 
farm-to-table vibe,” he said. 

Today Dworshak still relies on what’s in sea- 
son and readily available at a local level. He fre- 
quents farmers markets, hunting for pickling 
material: mushrooms, squash, carrots, green to- 
matoes, beets and peppers. At Bar Takito alone, 
he estimates the staff pickles 15 to 20 pounds of 
vegetables every week. 

“We’re taking whatever seasonal vegetables 
are available at the farmers market and throw- 
ing it all together and mixing it up, and that be- 
comes the pickle combination we use on a vari- 
ety of dishes,” Dworshak explained. 

For him, there’s nothing like topping a heavy 
dish with a sprinkle of colorful, acidic veggies. “I 
really just love the crunch, the bright, tart flavor 
and the presentation of color,” he said. 

And though pickling 
sounds like 


a complicated weekend project that requires 
special equipment and oodles of time you don’t 
have, Dworshak insists that it doesn’t have to 
be. If you have clean jars, seasonal vegetables, 
vinegar and a little time on your hands, a pickled 
bounty can be all yours. Plus, it’s a great way to 
preserve seasonal flavors before winter hits. 

“Once it gets cold, you don’t have as great 
of access to farmers markets,” Dworshak said. 
“That’s when you can turn to your pantry to al- 
low you to eat local, healthy foods throughout 
the year. It takes some extra work throughout 
the harvest season, but it pays off”

for research and inspiration before trying it at 
home.

1.5 cups apple cider vinegar 

1.5 cups seasoned rice wine vinegar 

1 cup water 

1 teaspoon allspice, ground 
1 teaspoon coriander, ground 

1 teaspoon black pepper 

3 sprigs oregano 

2 bay leaves 

1 tablespoon salt 

Bring all ingredients-except for 
vegetables-to a boil in a large 
pot. Place chopped vegetables in 
a glass or heavy plastic container 
and pour hot liquid over to fill. 
Cover and allow to return to room 
temperature. Store in refrigerator 
for up to one month.

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A look at what Michelin got wrong in Chicago

Days after Michelin announced its star 
recipients for Chicago (winners of the Bib 
Gourmand, Michelin’s good-value attaboy 
designation, were announced last week). I’m 
still scratching my head. 

Not for the restaurants Michelin chose 
to honor; congrats to all the winners, and 
anything that drives people to Chicago 
restaurants is just fine with me. But Michelin 
ignored and/or underrated a number of res- 
taurants that deserve much better. 

Swing and a miss: Nice job, Michelin, 
adding Parachute and Dusek’s Board & Beer 
to the one-star list. But seriously no star 
for Momotaro? How did you miss that one? 
And no love for Brindille? What about The 
Blanchard, Formento’s and Taus Authentic, 
three of the best restaurants to open this 
year? And Nico Osteria and Salero, two of 
2014’s finest? And what on earth is Big Jones 
doing wrong? 

More promotions, piease: I’m thrilled for 
Acadia’s upgrade to the two-star level. But 


leaving Naha, Spiaggia andTopolobampo 
languishing at the one-star level is crazy 
Speaking of one-stars, it’s time to bring Mex- 
ique, a former one-star recipient cast into the 
darkness, back into the light. 

Bib Gourmand regulars Balena, Frontera 
Grill, Girl & the Goat and GT Fish & Oyster 
are long overdue for one-star recognition. 
You can use the room on the Bib Gourmand 
list to add Bottlefork, Osteria Langhe, Sumi 
Robata Bar, Tanta and Vera. They belong. 

Maybe someday: This is what Michael 
EUis, international director of the Michelin 
Guide, had to say about a specific omission: “I 
know it’s frustrating for them, but I think in 
order to get a star, it has to be at a consistent 
star level all the time, and we haven’t found 
that, so we’re very hesitant to give a star. It’s a 
tough call for us, but {the restaurant] needs to 
be consistent across the board.” The restau- 
rant in question: Next, the most daring restau- 
rant concept I think Chicago has ever seen. 

Time to put some more miles on your tires: 
For a restaurant guide founded on the 


proposition that great dining exists outside the 
city center, Michelin doesn’t seem to travel to 
the suburbs very much. For the second straight 
year, there are no suburban restaurants with 
stars or even Bibs. (In the past. Vie and the 
late Courtright’s earned one-star awards, but 
Michelin rescinded them the following year.) 


“We see good things in the suburbs,” Ellis 
said, “but to be honest, we don’t have unlim- 
ited resources, so we do tend to focus on the 
metro areas. Next year, maybe we can start 
beating the bushes a bit more.” Maybe Autre 
Monde, Oceanique and Vie should hang “Wel- 
come to Chicago” signs over their doors.
